The Innisfil Arts Culture Heritage 
Council (IACHC) is organizing this 
year's Innisfil Studio Tour, which 
invites artists and artisans to open 
their studios to the public, for a show 
and sale of original works, just in time 
for Christmas giving. 

It's the 22nd year for the self- 
directed Tour, which has been a 
labour of love for volunteer Brenda 
Wauchope and her team. 

This year, Wauchope is participat¬ 
ing as an exhibitor only, and the 
IACHC has taken on the event as part 
of its mandate to "help arts, culture 
and heritage individuals, groups and 
organizations realize their full cre¬ 
ative, social and economic potential, 
to the greater benefit of the commu¬ 
nity." 

Nineteen artists and artisans will 
be showing their works at a total of 14 
venues, from Big Bay Point to 
Degrassi Cove. Work includes paint¬ 
ings by fanet Read, feanette Luchese, 
William Lottering, fames Hardie, and 
Greg Dow; the wood carvings of 
Howard Greenaway; soaps

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Sandycove Acres hosts all candidates debate

There has been a lot of interest in Innisfil's 
Municipal Election, with 24 candidates regis¬ 
tering for 9 Council positions. Only in Ward 2, 
where incumbent Councillor Richard Simpson 
was acclaimed, was there no race. 

Another a sign of interest: over 160 people 
turned out for an All-Candidates' meeting at 
Sandycove Acres retirement community on 
October 16, to hear the candidates for Deputy 
Mayor, 3 of 4 candidates for Mayor, and candi¬ 
dates for Councillor in Ward 6, 

The meeting was chaired by John Bicknell, 
President of the Sandycove Homeowners' 
Association - who invited each candidate to 
introduce themselves, before taking questions 
from the audience. 

Dean N. Bracko, candidate for Mayor, iden¬ 
tified Transit as a key issue - criticizing the 
Town for spending "$240,000 on a Transporta¬ 
tion Study," when half that amount would have 
paid for a shuttle bus, that could follow a loop 
from Sandycove, down Innisfil Beach Rd. to the 
Recreation Complex. He suggested selling 
monthly bus passes, arguing that "if we only 
have 50 riders, let's scrap the program. Let's 
just keep it really simple." 

Bracko was also critical of physician recruit¬ 
ment efforts to date, and questioned whether 
an announced deal for a medical centre at the 
Town Hall campus lands was real. "Why does¬ 
n't somebody stop and look at what the doctors 
need... not what we need? We have to say, why 
does a doctor want to move here?" 

Barb Baguley, incumbent and candidate for 
re-election as Mayor, called "improving safety 
in our community" a key issue, and pointed to 
the new all-way stops at intersections along 
20th Sideroad. "Violent crime is down in South 
Simcoe, property crime is down in South 
Simcoe, Crime severity is down in South 
Simcoe." 

She also took exception to Braclco's com¬ 
ments, noting that the medical centre in the 
works "is real... Physicians have come with an 
offer to purchase." As for the $240,000 Trans¬ 
portation Study, she explained that it dealt with 
roads and trails, "not just buses" - a Master Plan 
study that projects the needs of the Town for 
the next 50 years. "Let's make sure we have the 
facts," Baguley said, promising to "treat your 
tax dollars respectfully... That's my tax dollar 
too." 

Gord Wauchope, candidate for Mayor, 
detailed his experience, his 13 years on Coun¬ 
cil, serving one term as Deputy Mayor, and his 
involvement in community groups that include 


Innisfil Community Events Corporation, and 
iRally for Cancer. He spoke of the key issues in 
this election: "Transportation - it is needed in 
this area, in Stroud, in Alcona... Jobs. We need 
jobs here, for young and old... We also need the 
medical clinic, which will come. We need doc¬ 
tors... The safety of our roads - we certainly 
need to address those issues." 

He also made a promise to "keep the costs 
down and stop the foolish spending that's been 
going on for the past four years." 

Dan Davidson, incumbent and candidate 
for re-election as Deputy Mayor, told the 
crowd, "I know your issues, your concerns, and 
I experience your same problems." He identi¬ 
fied a need for public transit, and for "proper 
lighting" at roads and intersections, to promote 
safety. He also identified the need for a strong 
voice at County County, to increase the per 
diem allocation for food in Simcoe County's 
long term care facilities. The County only sets 
aside $7.47 per person, per day "to provide 3 
meals and snacks," Davidson said, asking for 
an increase to at lease $11.46 per day. "Our 
prisoners are receiving $21 (per day) to be fed... 
And who is contributing to society?" 

Darren Durham, candidate for Deputy 


Mayor, spoke of bringing the approach of his 
business, InnisfilConnex.com to Town Hall, to 
look at transportation options, including 
improvements to roads and trails, and a pilot 
Transit system. Durham called for incentives to 
bring medical professionals back to Innisfil, 
"especially North Innisfil," and to attract busi¬ 
nesses that will create high-paying jobs. "We 
need to make ourselves more attractive," to 
create a place to "live, work and play." 

He identified a need for a new Lire Station in 
Ward 6, noting that 41% of calls to emergency 
services are medical, and that the current 
response time to Sandycove is 8 minutes. "A 
station in this area is very important." 

Lynn Dollin, Councillor for Ward 7 and a 
candidate for Deputy Mayor, said that with 20 
years experience on Council, "I come to the 
table prepared, informed and always ready to 
listen." She noted that Provincial regulations 
govern issues like drinking water source pro¬ 
tection, waste-water treatment and other 
issues, which is why Innisfil is a member of 
AMO, the Association of Municipalities of 
Ontario.

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Candidates face off at chamber debate

The Greater Innisfil Chamber of Com¬ 
merce held an all-candidates meeting at 
Nantyr Shores Secondary School earlier this 
week just one week before Voting Day. 

All 3 of the candidates for Deputy Mayor, 
and 3 of 4 candidates for Mayor attended - 
along with 15 of the 16 candidates for Ward 
Councillor. With so many candidates, candi¬ 
dates were invited up on stage in shifts - May- 
oral and Deputy Mayoral first, then candi¬ 
dates in Wards 1 through 4, and finally Wards 
5 through 7. The evening began with over 
100 residents in the audience, a number that 
dwindled to less than 50 by the time the final 
candidate spoke. And with so many speakers, 
there was only time for questions and 
answers for the mayoral and deputy mayoral 
candidates. Those running for Ward Council¬ 
lor only had time to introduce themselves 
and their platforms; residents were encour¬ 
aged to approach them after the meeting, for 
further information. In fact, there were so 
many speakers that the battery in the micro¬ 
phone had to be replaced. 

Mayoral candidate and incumbent, Barb 
Baguley, "We've introduced some exciting 
changes... We've created opportunities for 
you to be involved and informed... Get value 
for taxes." Her goals include bringing medical 
services to Innisfil, improve communications, 
and looking carefully at public transit, "not 
just to jump blindly with both feet." Noting 
that there have been complaints about the 
cost of consultants, and the high cost of the 
Innisfil Beach Rd. reconstruction, she said, 
"Innisfil Beach Road had some mistakes... I 
was not on that Council. My opponent (Gord 
Wauchope) was." 

Mayoral Candidate Dean N. Bracko, 

describing himself as an entrepreneur, run¬ 
ning a business in digital marketing and face- 
book design, said, "Not holding on to old 
issues dredged up from the past, and con¬ 
stantly move forward is my focus... We've got 
to focus on rebuilding our communities." His 
goals include establishing a shuttle bus, to 
connect the communities of Lefroy, Alcona, 
Stroud and Sandycove, and attracting jobs. 
He accused the Mayor's Golf Tournament of 
competing with the Innisfil Community 
Events Corporation ( I.C.E.Corp.), and the 
Mayor's New Year's Day Skate of competing 
with I.C.E. Corp.'s New Year's Eve. "The fight¬ 
ing has to stop.... People don't want to get 
involved when they see the fighting." 

Gord Wauchope, Mayoral Candidate and 

member of I.C.E. Corp. introduced himself 
through his volunteer involvement - not only 
with I.C.E. Corp., but the Santa Claus Parade, 
Friends of South Simcoe Police, and Innisfil 


Celtic Festival. "I'm proud of being an Innis- 
fillian," he said, identifying his priorities as 
"#1 - Transportation, which is long overdue... 
fobs. We've seen no jobs in this community 
for the past 4 years." 

Deputy Mayoral Candidate and incum¬ 
bent Dan Davidson said that the current 
environment creates the sense that the Town 
is "enslaved by debt, and growth is 
inevitable... You're upset with the spending - 
the sculpture (commissioned by Innisfil 
Hydro), the library renovation (at the 
Lakeshore Branch), property taxes - you want 
transit and sidewalks." As for the Library reno, 
"if we had done it right 12 years ago, we 
wouldn't be here now." Davidson said, "I 
have always stood up for your rights, heard 
your voices... I jumped head first into the 
chaos left behind by previous councils." 

Deputy Mayoral Candidate and former 
Ward 7 Councillor Lynn Dollin, a member of 
Council since 1994, described herself as "pre¬ 
pared, informed and ready to listen." She 
serves on the Provincial Drinking Water 
Source Protection committee, is Innisfil's rep¬ 
resentative at AMO (Association of Munici¬ 
palities of Ontario), and sits on OSUM 
(Ontario Small Urban Municipalities). Innisfil 
alone has had little impact, she said, but 
"when we sing as a chorus, we do have a 
strong voice... I'm proud to be part of the 
team that's putting Inspiring Innisfil 
together." Goals include making the Town 
more pedestrian-friendly, live-streaming of 
Council meetings, and "improving the deliv¬ 
ery of core services." 

Deputy Mayoral Candidate Darren 
Durham spoke of his family's roots in Innisfil, 
spanning 5 generations. He said he was not a 
career politician, but "always a resident first." 
He identified the focus of the next term of 
Council as development of the Hwy. 400 
employment lands, to attract jobs - "The 
opportunity to live, work and play in Innisfil 
should not be limited to Town employees and 
small businesses." - and Transportation, 
"improving roads, building sidewalks, intro¬ 
ducing transit." He also called for more 
spending on Fire & Rescue emergency serv¬ 
ices. "It's absolutely unacceptable that our 
Fire Service is falling behind National Stan¬ 
dards." 

The Mayoral candidates were asked how 
they would generate jobs in Innisfil. 

Gord Wauchope: "I would like to sit down 
with all Council and Staff and also Simcoe 
County... and also Minister Duguid - to sit 
down and discuss how to bring industry to 
Innisfil. We have some of the highest Devel¬ 
opment Charges in Ontario;" without giving 
Industry a break on taxes and DCs, "we're 


going to be stagnant." He also spoke of scrap¬ 
ping plans to run servicing from the 
Lakeshore wastewater plant, and instead 
bringing servicing from Barrie at a lower cost. 
"I think we can do it, I know we can do it if we 
all work together." 

Dean Bracko: "This is what I do for a 
living," comparing it to the organization of 
pub crawl that attracted 5000 people. "How 
you organize a pub crawl is the same 
approach I would take to attract jobs... What 
do we want? What kind of jobs do we want? 
Look at all the options." He accused Town 
staff of treating businesses that come looking 
for information as "an annoyance or incon¬ 
venience," and concluded, "It's a much bigger 
picture that can never be answered in 3 and a 
half minutes." 

Barb Baguley: "Public-private partner¬ 
ships are being explored... It's not an easy 
job." As for the question of servicing the 400 
lands, "There's a lot of money, there's a lot of 
red tape" and legislated restrictions that 
make it difficult. She agreed that the Town 
could look at reducing Development 
Charges, but not taxes - "We're not permitted 
to do 'bonusing' in Canada," by lowering 
taxes for businesses. "If the business doesn't 
pay, the citizens do." 

They were also asked when Innisfil will get 
transit, “and how will we pay for it?" 

Gord Wauchope: "In position as soon as 
possible - a pilot project. I would certainly try 
to do a privatized bus system" - if not, then a 
Town shuttle bus, linking communities like 
Alcona, Stroud, and Sandycove. 

Dean Bracko: "I'd work hard on a very 
simple shuttle system," suggesting it would 
cost $30,000 to put two buses on the road, 
which could be paid for through a $3 fare, $2 
transfer and $20 per month bus passes. He 
suggested taking some money from Develop¬ 
ment Charges set aside for the Library - "It's 
money in and money out, is how simple it 
is.... Take some of those dollars and support 
some of the people." 

Barb Baguley: "I wish it was that easy," 
pointing out that shifting Development 
Charges money "is illegal. If you collected 
money for a library, you have to use it for 
libraries - or give it back." And she pointed 
out that the proposed partnership with Barrie 
Transit came with a price tag of 
$500,000."Were it that easy, we'd already have 
that." 

The Mayoral candidates were asked to sum¬ 
marize their vision of the future. 

Gord Wauchope: "Transportation. Make it 
feasible, fobs. Get the jobs here. A GO train 
station in Town - not in Barrie, not in Brad¬ 
ford." 

Dean Bracko: "My view for the Town is 


pretty simple" - embracing a healthy lifestyle. 
"Make it walkable - trying to be healthier, 
trying to be a little more tech savvy. This is 
the way the world is going." 

Barb Baguley: "A complete community." 
She noted that Innisfil has changed over the 
last 36 years, not only growing but also more 
diversity, more education. "Come back to 
grassroots,just like we did for Inspiring Innis¬ 
fil 2020, and get back to the community." 

The Deputy Mayoral Candidates were asked 
how they justified the cost of the Alcona 
Library expansion. 

Darren Durham: "I don't." He noted the 
Alcona Lakeshore Branch was built in 2001 to 
accommodate 55,000 people. "I don't know 
why we're rebuilding it (at a cost of $7 mil¬ 
lion). I don't think this was the time to spend 
that money. I don't think that's justified." 

Lynn Dollin: "I did vote in favour of expan¬ 
sion. The libraries of today are different from 
the libraries of yesterday" - now offering 
everything from recording studios and digital 
instruments, to 3-D printers, filming YouTube 
videos. "They're calling it the kitchen of the 
community. It is ow the hub of our Town" - 
also serving as an emergency centre and 
cooling centre for residents. 

Dan Davidson: "I did not support the 
expansion of the Library in Lefroy (a $6 mil¬ 
lion expenditure). He noted that the City of 
Barrie has 3 times the population, but only 
two libraries. 

They were also asked, What can you do now 
to help small businesses? 

Darren Durham: "Small businesses - 
there's a lot in Innisfil, and they do support a 
lot of people." He suggested incentives and 
lower land costs. 

Lynn Dollin: She noted that the Economic 
Development Committee has been develop¬ 
ing a number of plans to boost small business 
- including fob Fairs to help recruit employ¬ 
ees. She also recommended expanding Com¬ 
munity Improvement Plan areas, which can 
offer incentives, and making sure roads in 
industrial and commercial areas are plowed 
sooner in winter. 

Dan Davidson: "Small businesses are the 
backbone of Canada. You have to be aggres¬ 
sive to survive... Get the province to back off 
on the bureaucracy." 

And they were asked to name Innisfil's 
greatest asset. 

Dan Davidson: "Innisfil's greatest asset is 
two things - Highway 400... and Lake Simcoe. 
That is a diamond sitting there." 

Lynn Dollin: "I'm looking at it. The people 
of Innisfil are the greatest asset. We have 
people that are engaged, we have people who 
volunteer, who are on committees." 

Darren Durham: "Lynn stole my answer."

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What is a Reverse Mortgage? 

“If you are 55 or older and own most of the 
equity in your home you may qualify for 
a reverse mortgage’’... so starts a popular 
commercial on television. The commercial goes 
on to explain how easy a reverse mortgage works 
and what the tremendous benefits are for elderly 
people with little or no income. 

A reverse mortgage, as the name suggests, works 
in the opposite way a regular mortgage would. 
It is a home loan that provides cash payments 
based on home equity. Instead of the borrower 
making regular payments to the lender, in a 
reverse mortgage the lender makes payments to 
the borrower, and the borrower does not pay back 
interest right away. Instead the interest is added 
to the loan’s balance, which continues to grow 
against the equity of the homeowner. In other 
words, borrowers ‘defer’ the mortgage payments 
until they die, sell or move out of the home. 

Qualification 

In Canada, reverse mortgages are available 
through private corporations, and the interest 
rate varies depending on the program. In order 
to qualify, homeowners are usually over 55 years 
of age, own the property “entirely or nearly”, and 
any other mortgage secured on the home must 
be paid off with the proceeds of the reverse 
mortgage. 

The borrower is able to receive the money as a 
lump sum, in cash payment; as an annuity, with 
a monthly cash payment; as a line of credit; or as 
a combination of all of the above. The borrower 
retains the title to the property, including any 
unused equity, and is still responsible for the day 
to day maintenance of the property. 

The loan becomes due, in most circumstances, 
when the homeowner dies. This therefore means 
that the heirs of the homeowner must either give 
up ownership to the home, or must refinance the 
property in order to pay out the reverse mortgage. 

Disadvantages of a Reverse Mortgage 

It has been argued that reverse mortgages are 
“complex products and difficult for consumers 
to understand, especially in light of “misleading 
advertising, low quality counseling, and risk of 
fraud and other scams”. It is interesting to note 
that none of these reverse mortgage programs 
are insured by the government of Canada. 
Something else to note is that eventually the 
balance of the loan can exceed the proceeds of 
sale of the property, leaving the beneficiaries with 
no benefits upon the death of the borrower.

"Innisfil is unlikely to influence change on these big issues," 
but by working together with other municipalities, can have 
an impact on Provincial decisions that "cost money." She is a 
representative on OSUM (Ontario Small Urban Municipali¬ 
ties) - "the first time in Innisfil's history we've had a seat on 
that body." 

Dollin also spoke of the need for "a fulsome conversation 
on public transit," exploring possible partnerships, and look¬ 
ing at what is needed. 

Carolyn Payne, candidate for Councillor Ward 6, has been 
a resident of Sandycove for 13 years, and has served as Direc¬ 
tor, Treasurer, Vice President and President of the Sandycove 
Homeowners' Association, but "I felt I needed to do some¬ 
thing more for my community." 

Among the issues she identified were the need for safer 
roads - noting that Lockhart Rd. "is bad in the summer; it's 
notorious in winter;" bike and scooter lanes, better access to 
health care, more jobs. Transit is important; "We need to have 
something in Innisfil that can get people to every corner of 
Innisfil, "to GO, the Town Hall, YMCA and shopping. She also 
called for a low-income Seniors residence to be built. With a 5 
year waiting list to get into an Alcona retirement home, "we 
really need to get something going." 

Lynn Chepurnyj, 29-year resident of Ward 6 and a member 
of Innisfil's Pitch-Inn Committee, said, "The one thing I have 
learned about Sandycove is it is unique," with concerns that 
include hook-up to Town water, improved health care, and 
Transportation. Chepurnyj spoke of the importance of transit 
"for people who cannot drive any longer," and pointed out 
that a medical facility "may be setting up shop" at the lands 
beside the Innisfil Town Hall, but "how will you get there if 
you cannot drive?" 

She concluded, "Together we can improve the quality of life 
in Innisfil. 

Volker Richter, citing his business background, said, "The 
difference between good spending and bad spending" is 
being able to differentiate between "needs and wants." He 
told the crowd, "If I operated my business the way the Town of 
Innisfil operates, I don't know whether I would be able to 
retire." 

He agreed that there is interest in transit, but suggested, 
"Let's first see how big a demand there is," before moving for¬ 


ward - and proposed offering an empty storefront on Lockhart 
rent-free to doctors, to establish a health centre. Richter said 
the Town can afford it "if you build one less sculpture and hire 
one less consultant... Imagine what would happen if we hired 
5 less consultants. We would have a lot of money going back 
to your use." 

Candidates were asked how they would control local taxes - 
with a reference to the expansion and renovation of the 12- 
year-old Lalceshore Library in Alcona. 

Dan Davidson noted that at one time, the budget process 
would begin with a proposed 20% hike, which was whittled 
away line by line. Now, the annual increase is capped at 1 to 
1.5%. The library, he said, "is no longer just a library... (it 
offers) more activities for youth and seniors." 

Lynn Chepurnyj said that she would not support increasing 
taxes. "I do believe they are too high for the services we are 
getting. People's pensions are not increasing at the rate of 
taxes." 

Gord Wauchope: "Taxes are very important. I will keep 
them as low as possible." As for the library, he called it a 
"Cadillac version of something that was built down in Brad¬ 
ford... I think there were some very foolish decisions that were 
made." 

Darren Durham said there was too much spending on 
"consultants, studies, surveys. If we manage your money 
properly, there's no need to raise taxes." As for the Library, he 
said, "I would have voted against it, and I'm not against 
libraries. We didn't need to spend the money there." 

Dean N. Bracko argued that even though the cost of polic¬ 
ing went down, taxes still went up "by 2%." He suggested 
using facebook to contact residents and determine needs, 
such as a shuttle bus to provide transit. "We don't need to 
study it and hire a consultant." 

Barb Baguley: "It's really interesting to me that people are 
concerned about taxes, but want transit," she said, pointing 
out that there is "no transit system in the world" that doesn't 
require a tax subsidy from its municipality. She explained that 
the Capital Reserve and Development Charges collected from 
developers are paying for the Library expansion, not taxes - 
and that Development Charges are earmarked and "must be 
used for the purpose they were collected for." 

Volker Richter called taxes "a necessary evil. They have to 
be collected. However, that does not mean they should esca¬ 
late until eternity... Why don't we start at minus-5%, and see 


how close we can come?" 

Lynn Dollin suggested that changes to Provincial regula¬ 
tions could allow municipalities to take steps to save money - 
including a cap on insurance liability. She also suggested 
going after "millions and millions of dollars in unpaid parking 
tickets." 

Carolyn Payne: "I need more for Lockhart Rd... (but) I'd like 
to see less spending in the Town of Innisfil... Why do we need 
to hire consultants?" 

Payne was also asked if, as an employee of Sandycove Acres 
(she works as a hostess for Parlcbridge 3 days a week, every 2 
weeks), she would be in a Conflict of Interest, by running for 
Council. She said that if she ever found herself in a conflict, 
she would quit her job. "If the people who started these 
rumours had the balls to come to me, I would tell them - but 
they didn't, and I'm telling you." 

Candidates were asked to identify the top 3 issues in Innis¬ 
fil. 

Dan Davidson: "Transportation is the key... Fiscal Respon¬ 
sibility... Safety." 

Lynn Chepurnyj: Taxes, Consultants, Transportation. 

Gord Wauchope:" No. 1 is transportation. No. 2 is medical - 
getting doctors in this community... and the 3rd one is jobs." 

Darren Durham: Transportation - "That's something that's 
been heard loud and clear" - jobs, and the state of emergency 
services. "It's important that we bring more people into Fire & 
Rescue Services." 

Dean Bracko: "We need to get back to basic services. Taking 
care of our roads, taking care of fire" - and no need for con¬ 
sultants. 

Barb Baguley: "Taxes and jobs have been on the agenda as 
long as I can recall,"she said, identifying transit and access to 
medical services as concerns that will be addressed. 

Volker Richter: "A lot of the big issues can be overcome... by 
managing your tax dollars. How much you make is not as 
important as what you do with what you make," he said, call¬ 
ing for "financial discipline." 

Lynn Dollin identified the "#1 issue" as the increasing gap 
between revenues, and "the money we're spending on our 
aging infrastructure...The cost goes up and up, and dealing 
with that is very difficult." She called the suggestion that the 
Town could both lower taxes and introduce transit "naive", 
and pointed out that only 9 cents out of every tax dollar goes 
to the municipality, "and municipalities have more infrastruc¬ 
ture to maintain than any other level of government." 

Carolyn Payne: Transit, Health care, and "keep the spend¬ 
ing down, keep it smart. It's your money that we're spending, 
and we have to be diligent and make sure we're spending it 
the right way."

It was her own sensitivity that led Amy 
Woodcock to co-author a book on the ghosts 
of Cookstown. 

A member of the Cookstown Chamber of 
Commerce, Woodcock was in a Chamber 
meeting at one of the village stores when she 
felt "a presence" - and as she did her research, 
began turning up stories of ghosts and haunt- 
ings. 

She was fascinated - and realized that

How to accent your home with trend colours 


(NC) Do you worry about integrat¬ 
ing some of the modem interior design 
trends into your home without the 
advice of a professional?
